An Account of the Hoirible Practice 


In the Marquesas Islands. 


Among the passsengers bv the Grayl ound 
arrived at this port from Tahiti, wiis an 
American, named Lewis Chase, whi, for 
more than a quarter of a century, has [never 
seen a civilized country, and has sildon 
looked upon the f ice Of a white man, San 
Francisco is the first glimp e of civili sation 
he has had since he left his native he fine in 
Danbury, Conn., twenty-seven years ago 


The group of islands on which Mr. Chase 


has passed his quarter of a century is the; Mar- 
quesas, where before his own eyes he? ha 3 seen1 
cannibalism practiced both as a fine a i and 
as a display of human ferocity. This he rrible 
practice is indulged in principally to {'ratify 
a deadly spirit of revenge which one tiibe of 
natives hold agaii.st another. In the many 
brutal and bloody civil wars which thej^have 
waged against one another the slain ani cap- 
tured victims are eaten with a vengeanefe In 
their religious ritefs, also, they offer i p hu- 
man sacrifices captured in battle. When a 
victim is selected for a cannibal feast his1 body 
is washed clean and the hair of his head is

Incarceration of Sane persona 
English Asylu^f

Stories as to sane persons lining confined 


in mad-houses are apt to be recewed with toeJ 
much creeuility by foolish peerple, and to be 
scouted in too on-hand a manner by intelli- 
gent ones.j The truth no doubi,, lies halfway: 
and if it be not absolutely -easy to get sane 
persons treated as lunatics, n6i;her is such a 
thing impossible. The laws jl almost every 
country empower asylum proprietors to re- 
ceive and detain persons brought to them 
by virtue of a certificate signc d by two doc 
tors; although it is provided that the medi. 
cal men shall examine the paiie nt separately 
within twenty-four hours befe re he or she is 
shut up, such a safeguard woul< 
insufficienlt, even if every doctoi 
over were infallible and unim pe 
est. The pest safeguard agains 
lunacy laws iq the publicity wh 
can so easily be given to acts o 
At the same time there mustjb;« 
under whfch'even this pirotuc 
little.

What is an asylum doctor to 
say in answer to i such a serious speech * If he 
were to release a patient who soon afterward 
committed a crime tinder the impulse of ver-r 
tigo, his responsibility would be very heavy 
As it really takes! a twelve-month to deteir- 
mine whether a man is or is not subject to 
certain of the subtler forms of epilepsy, any 
opposition to an alleged lunatic's release al- 
most invariably leads to his being detained 
for

time, 
which 
is 
often 


quite enough to unhinge the intellect of a 
man of irritable mood. It may be urged that 
mad-houses are -periodically inspected ; but 
this really doesli|ttle toward assisting wrongly 
alleged lunatics; for, if a doctor says to the 
inspector that a patient who looks rational ie 
only in a "lucid internal » and will have "onr 
of his attacks" ii a few days, the inspectoa 
can not refuse to|believe him. Besides, it i 
seldom that unjustly-confined men can state 
their case with1 tfie coolness and candor 
requisite to impress a belief in their sanity on 
those who hear them." Abuse in the working 
of the lunacy laWs will probably never b« 
reduced to a minimum until it is enacted that 
private asylums shall iiot be used as places of 
perpetual detention" for the insane. 
If a 


person be recognized 4s hopelessly dangerous 
to society he should 
:>e confined in a state 


asylum(not always gratuitously) managed by 
salaried officials haying ntf pecuniary interest 
in having him shut up. Private asylums might 
still be maintained, but solely as curative 
establishments— private hospitals, so to &ay— 
and a patient should nbt be suffered to linger 
in one beyond a given time unLss by his own 
consent freely giVien JE a lucid moment. It is 
always to private I mad -houses that wrongly- 
accused lunatics are taken; but the owners of 
such places would no longer have any induce- 
ment to accept ddubtfiil eases if they knew. 
that after a while their patients would be 
taken from them knd :put into the hands of 
responsible physicians. This would be givW 
lunatics a court of appeal, as it were. 
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is their greatest restorative, and after a fear- 
ful debauch they will lie as if dead for a siaee 
of from ten to fifteen (hours. 


Mr. Chase was witness to a fearful and re- 


volting act of cannibalism practiced at the 
little harbor ot Atawana, two years ago. A 
young and beautiful girl had been captilred 
and brought in a canoe to Atawana. She I bfe- 
longed to a tribe whi[eh was fiercely hated by 
hetr captors, and tliey determined to avenge 
themselves upon hprj She was taken out in- 
to] the center of the village, stripped md 
bound.
